A. Lincoln Harker, aged 39 years, 
died at his home on Railroad street, 
East End, at 2:50 o’clock this morn­ 
ing after a lingering illness. 
The 
funeral services will be held at 
the 
Second U. P. church Thursday after­ 
noon. services being conducted 
by 
Rev. J. R. Greene, interment will be 
made in Riverview cemetery. 
Mr. Harker was born in this city 
February 28, 1861, or the day before 
President Linc oln passed through this 
city on bis way from Steubenville to 
V^shington. He was a son of Benja­ 
min and Susan Harker and was bet­ 
ter known about the city as “Link” 
Harker. 
His early life was spent in 
the pottery of George S. Harker & 
company and later at the pottery of 
Benjamin Harker & Sons, which is 
now the Wallace & Chetwynd pot 
terr. He then left the pottery indus­ 
try and for five years was a composi­ 
tor on the Tribune. At the expiration 
of that time he 
again entered the 
Harker pottery and became a presser. 
He later went to the Laughlin China 
pottery as a presser and held that po­ 
sition until the Sebring Bros, built the 
French China pottery, when he be­ 
came foreman of the 
clay shops of 
that plant and held that position un­ 
til he became sick in December, 1898. 
About a year ago 
he underwent an 
operation at a Pittsburg hospital. Con­ 
gestion of the lungs was the cause of 
his death. 
Deceased is survived by a wife and 
one 
daughter, Mabel. 
He 
was 
a 
brother of Benjamin and Charles Har­ 
ker, Mrs. B. C. Simms, Mrs. J. 
H. 
Simms and Mrs. M. Dawson, of Smith’s 
Ferry. He was a member of the Sec­ 
ond U. P. church.

Making Barreto. 
“Cooperage is one of the trades that 
no one thought of improving until with­ 
in recent years,” said a manufacturer, 
“but then the inventors and expert ma­ 
chinists started in with such a rush 
that it takes a good deal of our time 
keeping abreast of the improvements 
that are coming into the market every 
day. 
“The work used to be done entirely 
by hand, and the coopers often had to 
buy their hoops from a firm that made 
nothing else. 
The coopers were not 
well enough equipped to make all the 
different parts of a barrel themselves, 
and often they bought everything out­ 
side aud merely put the barrels togeth­ 
er. 
It used to take five or six men to 
do the work properly, and au houris 
time would perhaps Turn out ten bar 
re Is. 
“As the system is now, all the differ 
put parts are made by one machine, 
and only one maji is needed to attend 
it. 
After the wood is fashioned iuto 
staves aud hoops and braces by it the 
pieces are rim through another section 
of it and come out almost immediately 
a finished barrel, ready to be loaded 
aud shipped to our customers. 
“On a regular average about .'.0 bar­ 
rels can be turned out in an hour. You 
eau see what the saving Is over the old 
way. Employing six men for one hour, 
as they used to do, we eau get 160 bar­ 
rels, where by the old system they 
were ouly able to get ten.”—Pittsburg 
Cbronicle-Telegraph.

"Did you ever hear of transferring 
an old oil painting to a uew canvas;” 
said a well known art connoisseur »•( 
this city. 
"One would declare at hr.-a 
blush that the thing was absolutely im­ 
possible, but I saw it done with a pie 
title over eight feet square, and the 
operation was a perfect success. The 
painting to which I refer had been a 
tine 
example 
of

school, but it had laiu forgotten in a 
garret for many years aud hail become 
*o incrusted with dirt and grime that 
It was impossible to distinguish any of 
the details. 
Ordinarily it could have 
been cleaned without trouble, but tbe 
dainp and mold of two centuries bad 
rotted the canvas until it was ready to 
fall apart at a touch, aud scrubbing 
was. of course, out of the question.

behind them came Brigadier General 
Charles Fitzsimmons, commanding the 
First brigade of the Illinois national 
guard, and Mrs. Fitzsimmons, mem­

The Admiral and Mrs. Dewey after 
they had exchanged greetings with the 
members of the reception committee 
took their stand at Mayor Harrison’s 
right and to them were presented the 
guests of the city who had followed 
them into the hall.

Arriving at the hotel Admiral Dewey 
p recised at ouce to his apartments 
when*, however, he was allowed to rest 
but briefly, he was escorted to an in­ 
formal breakfast given the Admiral 
and Mrs. Dewey by the members of the 
woman’s reception committee. 
After the informal luncheon given 
Admiral Dewey by the members of the 
general committee a delegation of Ca­ 
nal Huns called on the Admiral and pre­ 
sented him with a formal invitation to 
be present at a reception to tie given in 
his honor at Hill Terrace, Port Stanley, 
Out., on any day in July convenient to 
the Admiral. 
The invitation was beautifully em­ 
bossed and bouud in red morocco, in­ 
cluded among irs signatures being the 
names of Sir Wilfrid Lauder and Sir 
Charles Tupper. 
Rf. Rev. C. P. Hen­ 
derson, who made the presentation ad­ 
dress, said the invitation came from rep­ 
resentatives of an empire that was

Lawrence Maxwell, of Ohio, ex-solici 
tor general, and Lewis McQuon. 
Each 
side is limited to four hours’ argument, 
which will carry the case over to-mor­ 
row, when the court will adjourn to 
May 14. 
Judge Bruce’s argument was on the 
point of jurisdiction as well as on the 
affirmative of the question that the 
office to which his clieut was elected is 
is property of which he could not be de­ 
prived without due process of law. 
He 
attacked the decision of the general as­ 
sembly against, Taylor as having been 
reached without due notice. 
The legislaiure met in secret, v ithout 
notice to* cit her Taylor or Marshall, und 
decidtxl iii secret agaisnt them. 
Mr. Bruce was followed by Hon. 
Lawrence N. Maxwell in Mr. Beck­ 
ham’s interest. 
He said that the con­ 
stitution of Kentucky made the legis­ 
lature the adjudicator in contests lur 
state offices in that state. 
The Kentucky State Uoutt of Ap­ 
peals lutd decided that Mr. Taylor had 
decid 'd that Mr. Taylor had never ac­ 
quired title to the office of governor 
under the constitution and laws of the 
state. 
The decision was final and the 
national court had no part to play in 
the proeedding. 
As to the certificate of 
election from the state board of canvas­ 
sers it was merely a writing showing 
the returns of the election officers.

was no evidt nee of validty of title in 
view of the conclusion reached by the 
constitutional authority which was the 
state legislature. 
Mr. Maxwell quoted authorities on 
the point of jurisdiction among the 
many Ohio cases.

Making Barrels. 
“Cooperage is one of the trades that 
OO one thought of improving until w ith­ 
in recent years,” said a m anufacturer, 
"but then the inventors and expert ma­ 
chinists started in with such a rush 
that it takes a good deal of our time 
keeping abreast of the improvements 
that are coining into the market every 
day. 
"The work used to be done entirely 
by hand, and the coopers often had to 
buy their hoops from a firm that made 
nothing else. 
The coopers were not 
well enough equipped to make all the 
different parts of a barrel themselves, 
and often they bought everything out­ 
side and merely put the barrels togeth­ 
er. 
It used to take five or six men to 
do the work properly, and an houris 
time would perhaps tu rn out ten bar 
reb, 
"As the system is now, all the differ­ 
ent parts are made by one machine, 
and only one Duyi is needed to attend 
it. 
After the wood is fashioned into 
staves aud hoops and braces by it tho 
pieces are run through another section 
of it and come out alm ost immediately 
a finished barrel, ready to be loaded 
and shipped to our customers. 
“Un a regular average a b o u t: .0 bar­ 
rels can In* turned out in an hour. You 
can see w hat the saving Is over the old 
way. Employing six men for one hour, 
as they used to do, we can get IOO bar­ 
rels, w here by tile old system they 
were only able to get ten.”—Pittsburg 
Chroniele-Telegrapb.

Making Barrels. 
“Cooperage is one of the trades that 
no one thought of improving until with­ 
in recent years,” said a manufacturer, 
"but then the inventors and expert ma­ 
chinists started in with such a rush 
that it takes a good deal of our time 
keeping abreast of the improvements 
that are coming into the market every I 
(lay.*I he work used to be done entirely j 
by hand, and the coopers often lidd to I 
buy their hoops from a firm that made j 
nothing elso. 
The coopers were not i 
well enough equipped to make all the j 
different parts of a barrel themselves, I 
and often they bought everything out- i 
side and merely put tin* barrels togeth- i 
er. 
It used to take five or six men to j 
do the work properly, and an hour's 
time would perhaps luru out ten bar 
rols. 
"As the system Is now, all the differ 
eat parts are made by one machine, 
and only one uuyi is needed to attend 
it. 
After the wood Is fashioned Into 
staves aud hoops and braces by it the 
pieces are rim through another section 
of it and come out almost immediately 
a finished barrel, ready to be loaded 
and shipped to our customers. 
"On u regular average about < .0 bar­ 
rels can In* turned out in an hour. You 
eau see what the saving Is over the old 
way. 
Employing six men for one hour, 
as they used to do, we can got KIO bar­ 
rels, where by the old system they 
were ouly able to get ten.”—Pittsburg 
Chron icle-Telegraph.
